to say to the nations, he declared.

“ The Bible," he continued, “ is the 


standard for the determination of 


moral issues in the political sphere, 


and for

We oppose the union 


of church *nnd state, 
but 
there is 


such a thing as national religion,

God's laws are all embodied in the 
national law.

upon request. These form s m ust be 
filled in every detail and all ques­ 
tions definitely answered, which re­ 
late to the breeding or condition of 
soundness of the stallion for which 
application is being made. The own­ 
er must make out a statem ent of the 
breeding and sign it, and a licensed 
veterinarian must make out a certi­ 
ficate 
of condition 
of soundness, 
a fte r a careful exam ination of tlu: 
anim al, and make affidavit to the 
facts set forth. These with other 
necessary papers and fee of $3.001 
per head m ust he paid to the Board. 
H orses are enrolled according to 
breeding as pure bred, grade, scrub, 
and 
non-standard 
bred. 
A 
pure 
bred horse is one that is registered 
in tine of the horse registry associ­ 
ations named in the law as standard. 
In addition to the list given in the 
law, the Board has recognized as 
standard, the S tandard Jack and 
Jennett Register, K ansas City , Mo. 
With applications for enrollment of 
pure bred horses, it is necessary for 
the stallion owner to send in the 
original stud hook registry certifi­ 
cate, together with the offieal tra ns­ 
fer issued by the breed association 
showing that the ownership of the 
horse 
appears 
in 
the 
applicant's 
name upon tlie books of the record 
association. This is absolutely nec­ 
essary before the horse will he en­ 
rolled as pure bred. 
In m aking application for the en­ 
rollment of a stallion or jack as a 
grade it is absolutely necessary that 
the name, stud book number, and 
the breed of the sire or the dam he 
given. The name alone is not suffi- 


eient 
as 
many « ^associations 
have 
several anim als recorded having the 
same name. The name, stud book 
number and breed of the pure bred 
sire or dam must be given. 
Then these facts are not given it 
is necessary for the Board to issue 
a certificate of enrollment for the 
horse as a scmib. Therefore staliion- 
ers apply ing for a certificate ol en­ 
rollment for grade stallions must be 
sure to give the required facts. 
Due to the fact that the time is 
short 
before the 
breeding season 
opens, the Board desired to urge up­ 
on all stallioners the im portance of 
giving this m atter early attention. 
No stallion can be legally stood for 
service nor the season started be­ 
fore he is enrolled. Not only are the 
fees for such service illegal and non 
collectable, hut the stallioner lay s 
himself 
liable 
to 
the 
penalties 
attached to the violation of the law. 
It takes some time to issue the certi­ 
ficates of enrollment a fte r the appli­ 
cation is received, therefore haste 
is urged.

EXTRACTS FROM THE 
STATUTES OF INDIANA 


That each person or taxpayer charged witii taxes on a duplicate In the hands o£ a County Treasurer may pay the full amount of such taxes 


on or before the first Monday iu May, or may at lite option, pay one-half thereof on or before the first Monday in May, and the remaining half 
on or before the first Mondity In November, in the ,innmier prescribed by law. All road taxes to be added to the first installment. 


When the first installment Is not piiid prior to'the first Monday in May, the taxes for the -whole year become delinquent. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Taxes resulting from any omission of the person paying 
to state definitely on what property, in \vhosn name and in what township or corporation is -was assessed. 


Persons owing Delinquent Taxes should pay tucra'ut once. The lute law* is of auoh character that there is no option left the Treasurer but 


to enforce the collection of delinquent taxes, however much he may regret to collect the same, by sale of property. 


The owner of the property on the first day of March ia any year, shall be liable, for the payment of all taxes of that year. The purchaser 


of property on the first day of March, shall be considered' as owner on that day.—Sec. 103. 


All property, both personal and real, situated In any county, shall on liable for the taxes, penalties, interests, and costs to the owners 


thereof. In such county, and no partial payment of puch taxes, penalties, interests or costs shall 'discharge or release any part or portion of such, 
property until the whole be paid; which lien shall in no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property. 


The Treasurer has no option in rebating the penalty on taxes allowed to go delinquent. Taxpayers 


are particularly notified that all Road Tax. is due and payable with the first installment, No County 
Orders will be paid to persons owing delinquent taxes and all parties are warned against buying tHe 
same. 


The Annual Sale of Delinquent Lands and Lots will take place on the Second Monday in February, 


1914. 


PARTICULAR ATTENTION.
